dhe undersigned Clergy of St. Michan’s Parish beg to call the ate 
tention of the humane and charitebie to the condition of the Poor, 
especially of the poor Protestants iu that Parish. It is not merely 
that ite population, nearly 50,000, has the largest proportion of pour, 
but that, as far as regards Protestants, it still holds those who 
have sunk down the sharp incline of wretchedness to the level of its 
tenements, before they pass, alter one more desperate struggle, 

nto the last abode of misery—the poorhouse, situated aiso in that 
perish. The citizen of Dublin need only let his thoughts pass over 
such places as Mary's-lane, May-lane, Bow-street, Charies-street, 
Pill-iane, Beresford-street, Fishers-iane, Bauli-lane, Boot-lane, 
(burch-etreet, Bruoswick-street (north), and all the densely popu- 
lated courts, lanes, and aileys that lie between Capel-street on the 
one side and Smithfek! on the other, and from the river up to the 
Aqueduct, to understand the desoiate condition of the poor who live 
there, or in those parts about the Linen Hall, where many a little 
Protestant colony bas sought to hide the last scenes of giisery. 
In this extent of nearly 200 streets and lanes there is but little help 
to be obtained, for nearly ali the Protestants who have places of 
trade or business in the parish live elsewhere, and, of course, are 
bound to support the charities of the districts in which they reside ; 
and though some of these; do not fai to subscribe at Christmas 
for the poor, yet this is, at best, bul a small sam to represent 
what their coutributions would have been; for it 
may be enough to say thet in so large a parish the weekly 
collections are not enough to tain the few widows 
om ihe list.

Ovr worst anticipations are unhappily realised. By 
a telegram, dated “ St. Petersburg, December 20th.“ 
it appears that Prince Gortschakoff has communi- 
cated to Sir J. Crampton some additional particulars 
respecting the massacre of the English prisoners by 
the Tartars. The names of the murdered, as far as 
they are ascertained are :—“ English—De Norman, 
“Mr. Bruce's attache; Lieutenant Anderson, Chief 
“of Lord Elgin's escort; Mr. Bowlby, correspon- 
“dent of the Times.” Of the French, there have 
been massacred :—“* Dubat, Intendente of the French 
“expedition; also, one of the Aides-de-Camp and a 
“Colonel of Artillery.”. The total of victims is 
nineteen. 

This awful list of sufferers was known, or ought 
to have been known, to the English Cabinet a week 
since. There has been an artful manipulation of the 
intelligence from China. The Russian telegraph 
from Moscow extends, at farthest, to Sagalien, on 
the Amur. Between Sagalien and Pekin there is a 
fortnightly communication by Tartar posts, It is 
scarcely credible that the Russians have organised 
suddenly a daily post between Sagalien and Pekin. 
Yet, day by day, items of intelligence, each more 
sad than the preceding, have dropped out through 
the telegram. Theinference is unavoidable, that this 
list of the murdered was known in St. Petersburg 
on the 16th ult., and we should suppose that the 
Minister who communicated to Sir J. Cram 
one portion of the intelligence did not then keep 
back the rest.

A Commusston de Lunatico Inquirendo to inquire 
into the state of mind of Henry Butler Clarke Wan- 
desforde was sped before the Commissioners on 
Wednesday. The lunatic is entitled to property, 
valued. at £5,000 a year, and is very highly con- 
nected. 
since the age of 18. The evidence of his insanity 


not the slightest idea of impugning the verdict ; but 
there is one point which seems to require notice and 
amendment in any new bill for the safety of lunatics. 
The evidence upon which the Hon. Mr. Wandes- 
forde was proved to be a lunatic was that of his 
sister, who is one of the two next of kin, sup- 
ported by the evidence of the proprietor and visiting 
physician of the Asylum in which the lunatic is 
placed. The lunatic was not examined before the 
jury. The doctors stated that he was of so excitable 
a temperament that be would very likely throw 
“himself out of a train, or over the side of a steam 
„vessel“ Probably, he would, if not properly pro- 
tected. But in doubtful cases it is highly improper 
that the jury should not have an opportunity of exa- 
mining the lunatic, and judging ſor themselves. 
Cases might occur in which it would be unjust and 
dangerous to sentence a man to imprisonment 
for life as a lunatic on the evidence of his sister 
and the doctors of the Asylum in which he 
is placed. In the present case there was no 
necessity for bringing the lunstic to Ireland, for as 
half of the property is in England, and the lunatic 
is an inmate of an English Asylum, the commission 
could have been sped in England, and the lunatic 
might have been examined before a jary, without 
any danger of his throwing himself out of the 
train, or over the bulwarks of a steampacket. We 
protest against this trial being taken as a precedent, 
and we trust that in the new Lunacy ‘Bill provision 
will be made that in every case of de /unatico inguirendo 
the lunatic must be placed before a jury or examined 
by two swora commissioners appointed by the 
Crown. When no defence is taken, judgment in such 
cases goes by default, and the inquiry resolves itself 
into a mere formality which enables the Chancellor 
to appoint guardians. The spectacle of trying a man 
who at the moment was 500 miles away from his 
place of abode and the scene of his trial is absolutely 
a satire upon justice. 
While on this subject we may remark that Mr. 
Cardwell's letter to the governors of Maryborough 
Asylum is an attempt at a compromise, and, like all 
compromises, is unsuccessful. Very serious charges 
were brought by the visiting physician against the 
governor, and vice versa, Mr. Cardwell proposes 
that the governor should be transferred from Mary- 
borough to another Asylum, and that the visiting 
physician, having a practice in Maryborough, should 
remain in his position. This is by no means asatis- 
factory conclusion to a protracted inquiry into very 
grave charges. We believe the Inspectors-General of 
Lunatic Asylums were not consulted in the matter, 
and that the first intimation they received of the de- 
cision was the publication of Mr. Cardwell's letter 
in the local journals.

I am sorry to say that I -have no good news to com- 
munuicate tothe friends of Italy. As soon as King 
Francis heard of the representations of England and 
France, recommending him to withdraw from Gaeta, 
he sent off dispatches to Vienna, Berlin, St. Peters- 
burg, and Madrid, calling for help. It resulted that the 
Ministers Pienipotentiary of those Powers here in Paris 
received instructions to wait on M. Thouvenel, and 
make strong representations to the French Govern- 
ment against tbe Emperor Napoleon's late decision not 
to allow the French fleet much longer to protect 
Francis II. A Cabinet Council was held yesterday, 
when certain Ministers are reported to have urged the 
Emperor, who was present, to respect his promise for 
protecting, as it is termed, “the person of the King’’ 
at Gaeta. The result is not known, but the rumours 
are unfavourable. 

I have seen dispatches from tome. The Papal G 
yernment, in correspondence with Gacta, is organising 
companies of brigands, headed by runaway oilicers 
from Naples and elsewhere, who are leaving for the 
Neapolitan S'ates. i 

Already the telegraph flashes news from Gaeta that 
the King will still resist, and use additional efforts to 
revolutionise his subjects agaiget Sardivian rule, The 
Uitramontane clergy, the iriends of Austria, and the 
egents of the exiled Sovereigns of lialy here in Parise, 
are again, I observe, in good spirits, 

A letter from Vienna of the 18th says :—" The de 
partures of troops for Italy have become more frequent 
durivg the last iew days, and others are also being sent 
to Hungary. The Minister of Finance has just had an 
audience ot his Majesty, in which it is said he made a 
report on the state of the flaances which was not at all 
favourable.” 

The French troops will not quit Viterbo, as stated by 
some journals. 


The Espero of Turin says: —“ At Palermo were found 
2,500 officers, and not a soldier, The majority of them 
used to pass their time in lounging in the sireete.

INTOLERANCE IN PIEDMONT. 

The following is an extract from a letter irom Italy :— 
A Piedmontese ex-canon, Pietro Doro, who about ten 
years ago became a Protestant, was selling copies of the 
Gospels in the town oí Aosta, when he suddenly had an 


. gpoplectic seizute and died. As there was no place of 


burial in that town for Protestants, now numerous 
enough, and as several scandalous scenes had taken 
lace there before with respect to the interment ol 
Provestante, M. Curie, the evangelical pastor of the 
place, deputed by the Vaudoise community, begged the 
Intendant of Aosta to kindiy point o it to him some 
honourable spot in the Cemetery where poor Doro could 
be buried. The intendant, however, far irom comprebend- 
ing the spirit of our liberal laws on these matters, far 
from embracing this opportunity of atoning tor pust mis- 
conduct towards the Protestants of Aosta, ordered M, 
Curie, in virtue of a ministerial letter of 1558 that cou- 
cerned Courmayeur alone, to bury the body in the place 
set apart for children that die unbaptised, and, as it is 
said, for persons that have been hanged. He further 
said that the priest must de-consecrate the ground be- 
fore any Protestant could be laid there. ‘he pastor na. 
turally replied that duch a spot was not suitable for an 
bonourable citizen of the State, whose rights were guar- 
anteed by the Statuto,” nor tor the Provestant religion, 
an honourable religion tected by the law, and wich 
ought not to be treated that of a pariah ; that there 
must be laws more recent and more just towards Protes- 
tants, since even quite recently the King’s Government 
hed more than once most cordially done them justice under 
lar circumstances ; that he, the pastor, could not bury 

a citizen of the State in a place which either the 
Romish Church or the general public held to be vile. 
Notwithstanding these observations, and a letter that 
came most opportunely from the office of the governor 
of the province of Turin to explain the legal rights of 
the Protestants, as regards sepulture, the intendant 
persisted in his previous determination. M. Curie then 
refused, and in writing, to accept such a place for the 
members of his faith, declared he would not bury poor 
Pietro Doro there, and strongly protested against the 
contempt shown for his rights, ant against the violence 
about to be used. This conduct of tue pastor was guided 


- further by the fact that during his absence trom Aosta 


the Romish clergy had demanded tliat disrespect should 
be shown to the body of Doro, and had actually sent to 
the pastor’s for the measure of the coffin, in order that 
their own sexton might dig the grave. In the end, the 
intendant refused point-blank to write bis refusal to 
acknowledge Protestant rights and obey the oflicial 
letter he had received.

GARIBALDTS LETTER TO KING VICTOR 
EMMANUEL. 

The following is the letter, but recently published, in 
which Garibaldi = his powers in the hands of King 
Victor Emmanuel: — 

Casserta, Oct. 29, 1860. 

Sire, - When, upon touching the Sicilian soil, I ac- 
cepted the dictatorship, I did it in your same, and for 

ou, in whom are concentred all the hopes of the nation, 

obey, therefore,a wish of my heart, I fulfila promiseex- 
pressed in all my acts, by plac ng in your han“s a power 
that by every right belongs to you, now that the people 
of these provinces have declared themselves in so solemn 
a manner for one Italy, and for ycur reign as well as 
that of your legitimate descendants, 

Í hand over to you the power over 10 millions of 
Italians, tormented but a few months back by a stupid 
an ferocious despotism, and for whom a regenerative 
sway will be necessary in the time to come. And 
from you they will have this sway, from you whom 
God has predestined to restore the Italian nation, to 
render it free and prosperous at home, powerful and re- 
spected abroad. 

You will find io these countries both a dociJe and in- 
telligent people, equally friendly to order and desirous 
of freedom, ready for the greatest sacrifices when they 
are required in the interest of the country and of the 
national Government. 

During the six months I have held the Dictatorship 
I have had no cause but to praise the character and 
good-will of this people, whom I and my companions 
have had the happiness of restoring to Italy, from which 
our tyrants had separated them. 

I do not to you of my government. The is- 
land of Sicily, notwithstanding the difficulties raised by 
persons coming from elsewhere, had institutions like 
those of Upper Italy; it enjoys a tranquillity unexam- 
pled. Here, on the continent, where the presence of 
the enemy is still an obstacle, the country is progress- 
ing by allite acts towards the realisation of Italian 
unity ; and all this is due to the remarkable intelligence 
of two distinguished patriots to whom I have entrusted 
the conduct of the administration.

Provincial Statute, published by Count Goluchowski 
produced an exceedingly bad impression both at home 
and abroad, and pie therefore ask why be has 
received such a high reward for his services, It was 
expected that M. von Schmerling would make pub- 
lic his political programme When he entered into office, 
and the public is ‘greatly disappointed that he has not 
done so, Thecurtness of his Magesty's letter to M. 
von Plener has attracted observation, and the more 
so because it is generally known that the Minister of 
Finance has long insisted ou the absolute necessity of a 
representative form of government. Some of the 
Austrian papers have recently spoken of the unfitness 
of the Minister-President for the post which he occupies, 
and it is likely that the Emperor has given him 
the Grand Cross of St. Etephen in order to show that 
his confidence in him is unshaken. Count Goluchowski 
was sacrificed to public opinion, and the Emperor could 
do no less than apply some kind of balm to the wound 
inflicted on the self-esteem of the Polish noble. M. 
von Schmerling is unable to publish a political pro- 
gramme, as the future measures of Government will 
ureally depend on the turn which things may take in 
Hungary. —— 

IHE GRAND DUCHY OF HESSE DARMSTADT, 

A correspondent of the Datly News writes :— 

I have just read the announcement of the en. 
gagement ot marriage between the young Prince of 
Hesse and the Princess Alice, upon which occasion you 
express the hope that the little Court of Darmstadt will 
not walk in the footsteps of its neighbour, Electorate 
esse, Permit me to send you some precise informa- 
tion about the matter, which I am well able to give, 
having served as an officer for twenty years in the 
duchy, The difference between the two Hessians ré- 
latives consists in this, that the Elector by his own 
will exercises the most absolute tyranny, and by 
means of his creatures carries out his oon violent 
will; whereas his cousin, the Grand Duke, yields 
to the will of a most absolute War Minister, who 
has ruled íor the last ten years. The same system 
obtains in both countries, but in one it isthe monarch 
himself, while in the other it is the minister who carries 
it out, and who acts towards his master as Metternich, 
for instance, did tothe Kmperor Francis, Thus the 
autocracy of the Electorate is transplanted into the 
Grand Duchy. This favourite’s grandfather was a 
butcher, and with something of the hereditary mode of 
proceeding he sends to the right-about any officer that 
happens to displease him, and the pension that has to 
be paid the officer in retreat being so frequently required, 
the resources of the State now feel the infliction. The 
poor Prince himeelf sighs at and laments the arbitrary 
conduct of his general, but consoles himself with some 
new change in the uniform of his officers or costume of 
his officials. 

In the year 1850, during the space of three months, 
the Chamber of Deputies was dissolved twice, and an 
Electoral law was then granted, by the stipulations of 
which the seate in the Chamber can only be fliled by 
officials, or persons slavishly devoted to the Crown, 
The constitation of this Grand Duchy is, therefore, 
quite as rotten as that of the Electorate. Great dis- 
content continues, of course, to prevail against this 
state of things, but the love for the sovereign’s family 
is great and general, as far as this love is compatible 
with the great and geveral regret that Germany should 
be governed by some thirty and odd rulers. This small 
Court resembles, in fact, more the abode of a patriarch 
by ite simplicity and purity,and by the education of 
the youthful seions of the dynasty, than a Royal Court 
filed with courtiers and retamers. The mother of the 
young Prince Ludwig, most excellent lady, presided 
herself over the education of ber son, whose tutor, a 
thorough gentleman in every sense, reared his pupil in 
those sound principles that form the best ornaments 
of your own Royal Family. 


RUSSIA AND THE EAST.

FRENCH ART UNDER NAPOLEON ITI. 
Count Walewski has delivered his first public ad- 
dress, since occupying the Ministry of State, to the Im- 
perial School of Fine Arts, on the occasion of the dis- 
tribution of prize medals. As far as I am able to judge, 
French art, that is to say, painting and sculpture, like 
literature in this country, certainly have not made any 
advaace under the ruleof Na III. Ia all countries 
there appears to be periods when one or other of the 
arts and ecieuces flourish more particularly. The reign 
of Napoleon III. will be distinguished by architectural 
monuwents. Paris will soon become a city of handsome 
white stone palaces, whilst usetul public works all over 
the empire will testify to the immense patronage be- 
stowed on the useful. Another feature of our times will be 
the castly character of internal decorations, chiefly an 
imitation of the rich florid ornamentations of the latter 
Louis, The tide of patronege runs ia this direction. A 
Meissonnier is wanted as much for ite furnishing and 
name qualities as for its art excellence. A Sevres vase 
is purchased if it “ goes well” with the gorgeous gilding 
and paing and mirrors of the glittering salon. ‘The 
present generation of Frenchmen are not seen much 
in the national galleries of France. A lecture or book 
about art attracts as little attention as a new poem in 
England, however good — may be. M. Walewski is 
called upon to preside over the imperial patronage of fine 
arts at a period when the nation’s mind appears to be 
occupied with ot ner matters. In| terature we have nothin 
remarkable in learning or genius. M. Guizot and M 
Thiers now and then give us a volume of a serics of grand 
historical works; but our daily literary bread in 
France is almost universally that demi monde romance 
of reality, which, I may add, equally infeste the stage, 
People in Paris do not meet together and talk about 
classical literature, s, painting, sculpture, and 
indulge in archmolog gossip. If there are a few 
who do so, the circle is limited; much more limited 
than it was forty or fifty years ago. There is uo atmos- 
phere for elevated talk or elevated art in our day. The 
painter is painting to furnish a room, the sculptor 
working to produce a decorative bronze, the writer 
writing for a majority who never open Moliere to learn 
great human nature, but fly to pictures of unnatural 
and diseased society, where all the best attributes 
of our nature are distorted and perverted. Such. 
a state of things has been gradually growing and 
showing its spreading qualities from the days of Louis 
Philippe, and assumed ite ripening point amid the 
wealth and luxury of the Second Empire. It will be 
no fa 0 however, of Count Walewski if the State in- 
fluenc is capable of turning the tide of public interest in 
a healthier direction, and inspiring artists to invite a 
more genuine, elevated, and artistic patronage. His 
Exceligney’s address to the School of Fine Arts is charac- 
terised, doubtless by elevated views and practical 
suggestions, The Minister, addressing the students, 
said :—"” Study, gentlemen; follow the tradition od 
which reposes the 2 of art; have faith 
in the principle, which are never received without 
fruit, and in the teaching which, if it does not 
persuade you at once, finds always ite hour to convince 
you, Study, architects, painters, sculptors ; prepare 
yourselves to be real artists. You have been born at a 
good time ; the period is a grand one ; the Emperor 
Napoleon III. has imparted to it his own measure, 
Raise yourselves rival with those who are illustrious 
in letters and in sclence—with those who are illustrious 
ia war; be on a level with your times, and do not 
forget that you are called on to become one of the 
lories of the country, which already counts so many.“ 
unt Walewski has spoken out boldly ; vo doubt the 
artist will find & coptinuance of that intelligent protec. 
tion and encouragement bestowed by the late Minister 
of State, M. Fould but neither the one nor the other 
can change the taste of the day, which is anything but 
an elevated one, either in Bagland or France, C'orres- 
pondent of the Mourning Post.

it was his intention to have been present, but at the 
last moment unavoldalge circumstances prevented him. 
In that gentleman’s absence it would be his duty to 
make a few observations which the reading of the paper 
before him suggested. First, on behalf of the Secretary 
of State and Council for India, he had to express his 
great satisfaction at the general result of the examina- 
nation, He observed that the entire of class A, con- 
sisting of sixteen cadets who entered the college in 
February, had been declared qualified, and it was most 
creditable to those — that after one year’s 
residence in the college they had been so declared for 
the scientific branches of the army —six for the Engi 
neers, aud the rest for the Artillery. This was a 
great encouragement to others, It, perhaps, might be 
supposed that these young mea could not attaia to the 
full extent the necessary qualifications in the time ; 
but no doubt the council had considered the period 
during which these gentlemen had been in the college, in 
canvassiug their q cations. They had availed them- 
selves of the benefits afforded them, and they would reap 
the advantage, and others by equal exertion could do like- 
wise, With to class B. it was impossible that he 
could speak too highly of them ; they entered the 
institution in August last, and the lieutenant governor 
of the college, in his confidential report to Sir C. 
Wood, spoke in the highest terms of them. He joined 
with the lieutenant governor in his regret that this 
institution would lose the benefit of the presence of 
those gentlemen; they would go to Woolwich to com- 
plete their ed » accompanied by their good 
character, and he was sure they would pursue the 
same course there, and that it would be attended b 
the like beneficial results. With regard to the other 
classes there were many ſustances of distinction; but 
he considered it most creditable that out of a class 
of twenty-two who entered the college in February, ten 
were dec qualified for the public service. Having 
regard to the shortness of the time, he considered this 
a very fair proportion. But he should ill discharge his 
duty if he did not make some observations relative to a 
statement contained in the confidential report to Sir C. 
Wood, by the lieutenant governor, There were a tew, 
he was happy to say 1 few, whose conduct had been 
reprehensible ; they had been idle and disorderly, and 
the lieutenant governor had reported them to the 
Secretary of State and the Council of India last Oct. 
The result of that was that a warning, and a very 
strong one, was given to those cadets. He ventured to 
express a hope that that IIe had a beneficial 
effect; whether it had or not, gathered from the 
confidential report that it would be the duty of the 
lieutenant governor to report further of these cadets, 
aud he hoped the report would be a favourable one. 
He knew the lieutenant governor would be as lenient as 
bis duty would permit—they all knew it—they all knew 
that his feelings towards them were of the kindest cha- 
racter, but his duty would not admit of his disregarding 
outbreaks of temper or conduct which were reprehensible. 
In every schoo! control and eubordination were of the 
highest importance. In every institution that was for 
the pu of edugation this was essential ; but in an 
institution intended to train gentlemen for the military 
profession, he must not = saf it was important, it was 
more than that—it was the very essence, it was to the 
fullest extent essential, thut a soldier should be orderly 
and subordinate. Let them take the aggregate of sol- 
diers—take an army: without obedience and subordina- 
tion it became a rabble—harmless towards the enemy, 
and injurious only to those whom it was its duty to sup- 
port. Absolute and unipquiring obedience was the 
most important element in a soldier, They must 
not deceive themselves by saying this loss ot 
temper was & mere youthful folly or eccentricity; they 
might depend upon it that it was in youth that they 
must learn to control it, or it would grow strong as they 
grew old, and it would become a habit hopelessly con- 
firmed. liere they were under the control of authorities, 
they dwelt in an atmosphere of discipline, aud if they 
could not control their tempers under these circum- 
stances, he appealed to their own good sense aud ex- 
rience, and asked them how could they hope to do so 
— when they might be placed iu circumstances, 
as military men were liable to be frequently, more par- 
ticularly in India, where they entirely on their 
own responsibility?
